Lafay ette 
Boweman, 
twenty -eigh t 
y ears old, a y oung married man of 
Williams town, about two 
and one- 
h alf miles south of Milroy . died y es­ 
terday morning at four o’cltck. Th e 
accident 
wh ich 
resulted 
so 
dis­ 
astrously for y oung 
Boweman, oc­ 
curred about nine o’clock 
Saturday 
nigh t, wh en some escaping gas in a 
tile kiln at th e Milroy Tile and Drain 
company , ignited 
frcm 
a 
match , 
wh ich Boweman h ad ligh ted to start 
th e fire in th e kiln, and caused th e 
fatal explosion. 
Boweman was nigh t watch man at 
th e tile plant and was 
making h is 
usual rounds Saturday nigh t, wh en 
h e discovered th at th e fire in one of 
th e big kilns h ad gone out. He imme­ 
diately struck a match to start th e 
fire. 
A considerable amount of es­ 
caping gas h ad collected in th e kiln 
and caused th e explosion, wh ich re­ 
sulted in th e destruction of th e kiln 
and th e death of th e nigh t watch man. 
Th e immediate 
cause of 
Bowe- 
man’s deiath is believed to be a blow 
from one of th e fly ing bricks. 
He 
was not burned at all. but it is sup­ 
posed th at one of th e bricks struck 
h im on th e h ead, causing concussion 
of th e brain. 
I h e report of th e explosion sound­ 
ed all over Williamstown and a crowd 
soon gath ered at th e scene of th e ac­ 
cident. 
Boweman was unconscious 
from th e blow. 
He was picked up 
and carried to h is h ome and a ph y ­ 
sician was summoned. 
It was soon 
found th at th e nigh t watch man was 
suffering 
with 
concussion of 
th e 
brain and th en it was only a matter 
< f a few h ours until h is death came. 
11 is body was not 
mutilated in th 
least, only a few wounds being in­ 
flicted on h is 
h ead,

The massive foliage and the abu n­ 
dance of u nderbru sh mak e of this 110 
mere tender grove with gravel foot­ 
paths, bu t a genu ine piece of wood­ 
land that really brings natu re to the 
owner’s very door. 
Perhaps sixty 
yards before the hou se the road be­ 
comes an avenu e of maple planted 
by Mr. Roosvelt himself twenty-five 
| years ago. 
On the slopes abou t the 
hou se, where the trees are bu t few, 
there are merely green lawns and a 
tennis cou rt withou t any attempts at 
elaborate exotic garden mak ing. Be­ 
yond the hou se on the right as you 
approach lie the vegetable gardens, 
the farmland, the stables, lofts and 
granary, and more woodland.

what 
Stevenson called, “flanging,” wooden 
cou ntry hou se pecu liarly American, 
with its long porches painted gray 
and with striped awnings. The hou se

St. Paul, Sept. :>.—When Archbish­ 
op John Ireland stepped before 5,000 
delegates and as many additional visi­ 
tors in the St. Paul auditorium this 
morning to invoke divine blessing on 
the Si. Paul assemblage and guidance 
to those chosen to spread the gospel 
of conservation, the second national 
conservation congress was opened. 
The auditorium held one of the larg­ 
est throngs ever gathered under one 
roof in the northwest when the prelate 
stepped forward. In it were President 
William Howard Taft, upon whom fell 
the duty of making the principal ad­ 
dress of the day, and scores of other 
men, who, by reason of their activity 
in business, social, economic and edu­ 
cational development have become na­ 
tional figures. 
Following the call to order by Pres­ 
ident Raker, Archbishop Ireland pro­ 
nounced the invocation, which 
was 
followed by addresses of welcome by 
Governor A. E. Eberhart and Mayor 
Herbert P. Keller of St. Paul. 
Then 
came the address by President Taft. 
The president had prepared his speech 
writh much care. 
He had devoted 
more pains and study to it than to any 
of his recent speeches, and it will 
stand as defining accurately and final­ 
ly his position on the great subject of 
conservation, 
Mr. Taft recently can­ 
celed all of his speaking engagements 
in the west save this one.

Roosevelt is to be in St. Paul tomor­ 
row.
